PATTILliO, living at 1721 Beverly Parkway, Irving, Texas, and on 
November 18, 1963, he went to their residence. He made 'an 
appointment with a Doctor (FHU) SPUBGAL, a dentist whose office 
is on the fifth or sixth floor of the Mercantile Bank Building, 
Dallas, for November 19. *9n that date he had impressions made 

in preparation for a partial plate, inasmuch as he had to have 
six of his upper front teeth pulled. He then :aade an appoint- 
ment for 8 :30 A.Sfi. on November 2®, 1963, to continue the dental 
work. He returned to Irving, , and spent the night at the 

home of his aunt and uncle. 

On the scrning of tfovemtor 20, 1963, he left the tone 
of hi© aunt and uncle at about 7:00 A.M. It was raiaiiag heavily 
that looming and to noticed hla gas tank was eopty. There was 
only one service station, a Bins, station, open in Irving that 
time of the scorning. Be had no cash on him, although he had 
seise checks, and was unable to purchase gasoline at that station. 
In passing the bm stop in Irving where the Continental or the 
Trailways Bus picks up passengers for Dallas, he noticed a 
white man standing, waiting ffos* a bus. There were also several 
Negroes standing nearby. The white s&an was dressed in a gray 
plastic raincoat, carrying a black onbrella, and a lunch pail, 
probably also black. Be h&d something on his head, possibly 
a. newspaper, a hat, or a piece of cellophane to keep the rain 
off. Ke stopped and offered fcb tfeto this &4n to Dallas for the 
price or the bua fare to iumllaai. Tto JA&n agreed, and they them 
went to the Flea Service Station, where thsy ordered a dollar^ 
worth of gasoline. For son* /reason the station attead&at put 
in two dollars 9 worth of gaytsllaae, And hh» passenger went ahead 
and paid for it. 
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Srarout® to Mll&s fro® Irving, hi*> passenger, who 
never Jaffa Sails ©asae, asked PB1CB if ha had ever bsen la a 
foreign coumtry. PRICE told hi® co p and as&ed the wan if ha 

had. The mam said yea , Ihe Ih&d lived in Russia and that his 
wife was Russian 5 and that his wife and child lived in D&ll&s, 
amd that he was boarding Am Itovirag. PRICES asked hi a if he wjls 
separated from his wife, but the nan did not espials. Also y 
while enroute to Du lias , the man asked PRICE how he would 
like to hire himself and his car out at $100 per day plus 
expenses to take this nan , his wife and two other men to 
New Mexico or Mexico (PRICE recalled that he said either New 
Mexico or Mexico , but he could not remember at this time 
which he said.) PRICE asked him if the other two men were 
people the same age as his passenger v and the man said no, they 
were older men and PRICE believed he also said something to 
indicate they were kinfolk of his. The nan said the money 
would be paid In advance and that the trip would be between 
that time and the first of the year. The man did not specify 
how long the trip would last, or say what the purpose of the 
trip ms , but he did say that PRICE would leave him and his 
coiapainioEffl at their destination and PRICE would return alone. 
P$IC3 cot interested at th© tine and indicated to the man 
he did not think he was interested. 


PRICE had sons recollection also, that during the 
trip the man made some e© mm© rat about Communisim or Jtfhr.sisjE, but 
he could not recall any specific conversation ira this regard. 
During the trip it continued to rain quite heavily and since 
his windshield wipers did not work properly, he and hie passemgsr 
had to continually wipe off the windshield with paper towels 
they had obtained at the service station. 

Upon arriving in Dallas, they passed in the vicinity 
of what he now know® to be the Texas School IBook Depository, 

&nd tla pa; uanangsr pointed in the general direction of that 

building and stated this was where fee worked. kt the time, 

PRICE was busy driving, it was raining, and the traffic w&@ 
heavy, and he did not pay. much attention and could not say 
just which building the &&&n was referring to. They passed 
that area, and the man asked him to go back and drop him off, 
but since he did not have much time before his dental appoiratiaent 
and because the traffic made it difficult to maneuver, he to Id 
the man he would drop him at the bus station, &s they had 
agreed.

IPSICSJ did not pay much attention 
to what was written) down at the time, bet noticed It was aa 
address in Irving, Texans , and he commented to th? nan, nor® 
to get rid of* him than anything else, that it was near his 
aunt* a house and he would go by to see his. PRICE then loft 
to la there and did not see to 1 m aga in. 

PRICE stated after his dental appointment he 
returned to his aunt’s house in Irving and told her he was 
through with the dentist and was going hose to Gladewater. 
However, toe was not actually through as the dentist still had 
to pull his teeth and fit the plate, but he had a homosexual 
friend in Irving toe intended to stay with and with whom to® did 
stay ©ra the night of November 20 and 21, On November 21 he 
did not go teack to the dentist® On November 22, to® had a 
10s30 A, Mo appoint meat with the dent let, but slept late and 
did not get tto®re until about no on. At that time, Bar. SPIEGAL 
pulled sis upper teeth and fitted the upper plate. On t to® way 
to the dentist that day, toe passed near the parade route of 
President SSOTS5OT and his party while walking toward the 
fc&erc&otil® Sfiaafe BuAXdiiag, and toe caught a brief glimpse of 
the President*® car. Bte recognised Mre. KENNEDY and saw two 
mem in the car tout did not recogmlse them. ?3© heard the mews 
of tto® SffeeAdeat belong shot while toe was in the dentist’s 
office. 

After his cental appointment, drove back to 

Shreveport, leaving Dallas at atarat 1:15 P.M, , and got back 
to Shreveport in about four and a half hours . He recalled 
that he remained in Shreveport only that night because he had 
gone to Seitoer’s Department Store that afternoon and toad gotten 
in an argument with a young man who owed his some money and 
had threatened the young nan, and after he got hone he feared 
the young nan might report him to the police. He left town 
on November 23, 1863, and went to visit a friend in lees v All©, 
Louisiana. H© returned to Dallas on November 25, 1963, £©J?
